ARIS is celebrating her two-thousandth birthday 

this summer, but the old girl is as attractive, ex- 
pensive and dangerous as she ever was. She will be- 
long to the Americans when the Parisians close their 
little shops and leave for the mountains, seashore, or 
relatives just a few streets away. The language of the 1 
gay and beautiful boulevards will be English. Of the E 
natives who stay behind, many will be streetwalkers, 
“Jes filles serieuses." They speak. practical English 
and they will be prepared to satisfy every taste and 
almost every pocket. 

There are more today than there were before Oc- 
tober, 1946. For centuries France had 2 legal system 
of prostitution. Girls who wanted to carry on this 
trade had only to register with the local prefecture. 
Once every two weeks they reported for medical ex- 
amination. The authorities decided the number and 
age of the girls in any one house, whether liquor could. 
be sold, the amount of money the madame could 
take, and at what hours the girls could solicit trade 
on the streets. 

In October, 1946, the Municipal Council of Paris 
promulgated Public Law 46,685 closing down the 210 
brothels. Other large cities fell in step. It climaxed 
a fight to erase the disgrace of recognizing prostitu- 
tion openly. 

The campaign was spearheaded by Mme. Marthe 
Richard, a colorful member of the Municipal Council. 
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Paris is more sinful than ever since 


prostitution has been outlawed. Now 
the harlots openly vie for customers 


on the leading boulevards of the city 


l 


' She had been elected to the Legion of Honor for her 
counterespionage work during World War II. As the 
mistress of Nazi spy chief Baron Von Krohn in Spain, 
she succeeded in wrecking his organization. 

Mme. Richard herself didn't expect too much from 
the new law. “All the repression in the world will not 
end prostitution in France as long as men seek love. 
But we must first abolish legal tolerance before we 
can restore national dignity to French women." The 
Popular Republican Movement had strongly supported 
her.

made this flat prediction. Gaston Pegeot, spokesman 
for the French Brotherhood of Brothel Owners, said: 
“They'll try to enforce the law for a while, but the 
houses will reopen quietly one by one, and nothing 
wil be done about it!" Remembering his American 
patrons, he added, "It will not work, just like your 
1920 Prohibition Amendment." | 

One year after the law was passed, another woman 
member of the Municipal Council, Mme. Janine Ras- 
tier-Caille, demanded its repeal. “Morals have gained 
nothing from the closing of the houses.” And, accord- 
ing to her, the VD rate had gone up 87 percent. 


NE of the law’s immediate results was driving 

hundreds of girls into the streets. The brothels 
had been quietly run, but now their former inmates 
were added to the noisy, brawling streets. Prices soar- 
ed because, of the danger of fine or imprisonment, or 
so the girls said. Yet, few of them seemed to regret 
the loss of their little legal world: business under 
police supervision and medical inspection. They no 
longer would have to split with the house. 
` What had the new law accomplished? Paris doctors 
wil tell you that from the standpoint of health the 
law made little difference. To begin with, it had af- 
fected only a very small percentage of the prostitutes. 
Paris had about 50,000. Of these, only 1500-2000 work- 
ed in the brothels. Their medical examinations lasted 
an average of two minutes in ill-equipped rooms. An- 
other 5000-6000 reported for medical inspections, got 
their “working papers" at the local prefecture, and

NE evening I joined forces with an English re- 

porter and a young American physician. The 
journalist was average height, slender, wore shorts, 
and sported a large mustache that seemed enormous 
for his build. The girls ogled and whistled at him— 
but none tried to attack him. When some of the girls 
discovered the other man was a doctor, they offered 
themselves free. (They were itching to fix him.) He 
begged out of it, saying his back was taped because 
he had wrenched it playing squash (he had) and he 
wasn’t feeling well. The girls jeered at his explana- 
tion. ; 

In theory, too, the law is tough on hotel keepers. I 
talked to many in Montmartre and the St. Germain- 
des-Pres section on the left bank. 

One short, squat man wearing a beret was sitting 
under his hotel sign that said, among other things, 
“All Modern Comforts.” Almost all the small hotels in 
Paris carry this big lie. I explained to him what I was 
after and he pulled up a chair for me. “The law is 
much harder on us than on the girls. If we are 
caught, we could get six months to two years in jail, 
or fines up to 200,000 francs. The authorities eould 
close my place. It is not worth taking a chance." 

In another hotel a fat, middle-aged woman standing 
at ihe desk called her husband when she learned 
what I wanted. He looked me over carefully and asked

Several months ago I gave a week to find out what 
the girls thought of the law. I spent most of my time

Not one of the girls objected to 
talking and many of them made sense. 

I asked one tiny, baby-faced girl wearing an old 
black suit sizes too large for her: "Aren't you afraid 
of being caught? The. law is strict. You know you 
can be fined between 1000 and 10,000 francs, and be 
imprisoned from six months to five years." 

“Oh, I know all that," she said impatiently. “It’s a 
joke." 

"Don't the police enforce the law?" | 

*No. Most of the time no one bothers us. If you 
should go and complain to the police that a girl is 
annoying you, the police would arrest her. She would 
be fined a small sum. That's all." I promised never to 
call a policeman—if there was one to be had around 
the Place Pigalle. 


The girl standing next to her was a sturdy cam- 


paigner whose unattractiveness had condemned her 
to Pigalle for her prostitute’s lifetime. “Do you think 
there is more venereal disease now that the girls 
don't have to report for medical inspection?" I had 
expected her to laugh. 

“That is no problem," she said. “Penicillin takes care 
of it quickly. Do not think the medical inspections 
were really any good. More formality than anything 
else."

N ancient days of warfare veterans of combat had 


no reason to look to the sky for help except to 
pray. What ammunition and supplies the soldier need- 
ed that he couldn’t carry on his back were transport- 
ed by horses, mules or elephants. 

But in these modern days of the Korean conflict, it 
is to the sky that the United Nations forces look for 
tactical and logistical support. When roads become 
swamps and trucks spin helplessly in the mud with 
their supplies of food and ammunition, a call for 
help brings Combat Cargo planes swooping low to 
drop rations to the fighting men. Or when the enemy 
cuts à supply line or isolates a battalion, it isn't long 
before C-46 Commandos or even the modern elephant 
of the air, C-119 flying boxcars, drop out of the 
sky, and at altitudes of 500 to 600 feet kick out life- 
saving cargos of rations and ammunition. 

The organization responsible for the operation of 
the modern miracle of the Korean Airlift is the Far 
East Air Forces 315th Air Division (Combat Cargo) 
under the command of Brig. Gen. John P. Henebry of 
Kenilworth, Ill., the youngest general in the Air Force. 
A veteran of World War II, as are most of the men 
under his command, General Henebry came to the 
Far East with the 437th Troop Carrier Wing, the first 
reserve wing mobilized in the Korean War. The wing 
is now flying courier runs under the 315th Air Division 
(Combat Cargo) and is made up of veterans from 
the Chicago area. 
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s of vital supplies over UN troops. 
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Captain Jane Murphy, flight nurse of Medical Air

AIR TRANSPORT DOES — 
IT FOR US IN KOREA — 
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Far East Airforce planes have dropped over a hun- 
dred and eighty million leaflets on enemy positions. 
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When the United Nations forces went north across 
the 38th parallel for the first time, stretching their 
supply lines tenuously, the need for sustained supply 
by aircraft was apparent. Ammunition, gas and rations 
had to reach them quickly, and FEAF’s round-the- 
clock Korean Airlift began. 

The C-54 Skymaster, C-47 Skytrains and the C-46 
Commandos were the types of planes used in the early 
phase of the airlift. All were cargo-carrying veterans 
of World War II. The huge C-119 Flying Boxcars were 
then unproven, raw recruits. But they soon received 
their aerial baptism and became one of the most val- 
uable of the transports. ۱ 


LMOST from the first day old airlift records were 

broken and new possibilities for the use of cargo 
aircraft seen. As the conflict continued, glowing re- 
ports poured in from army commanders in the field. 
The late Gen. W. H. Walker said that airlift support 
to forward elements of the 8th Army, when such an 
operation was his only means of supply, permitted 
his ground troops to continue their combat mission 
in forward areas. 

Within a few weeks of airlift operation it was rec- 
ognized that for the first time a major phase of a 
war had been successfully sustained for days almost 
entirely by aircraft. A few figures show how such a 
feat was possible. 

The largest airlift operation for a single day took 
place March 23, 1951 at the town of Munsan. In an 
attempt to cut off 20,000 fleeing Reds, the 187th Regi- 
mental Combat Team and its equipment were dropped 
from 145 C-119 Flying Boxcars and C-46 Commando 
transports. From the planes 3,500 paratroopers swung 
out into space. Behind them dropped 384 tons of com- 
bat equipment including jeeps. Then during the next 
four days the Combat Team was resupplied almost 
entirely by air.

Peter Tchaikowsky, on the other hand, was a homo- 
sexual who varied between drunken orgies and periods 
of frantic work. So was Oscar Wilde. And, though 
their work bore the stamp of genius, it was the genius 
of diseased minds. 

Fortunately, it may soon be possible to cure most 
cases of homosexuality by endocrine-gland treatment.

Edison, Henry Ford, Andrew Carnegie, William 
Shakespeare, Robert Burns, George Washington,

Because sex is now known to be a powerful stimu- 
lator of mental activity, because it can actually be 


considered as one of the basic—if not the most basic 


—"keys" to achievement, why not analyze yourself 
frankly for virility? You should be able, without con- 
sulting a psychiatrist, to form an opinion as to wheth- 
er or not you are reasonably well-sexed and attractive 
to women. And if you are dissatisfied with yourself as 
a male, there are, fortunately, simple procedures by 
which sexual capacity may’ be improved. 

(For example, as noted in SIR! October, 1951 issue, 
an increase of Vitamin E, the only “natural aphro- 
disiac," in the diet will often increase sexual vigor 
and capacity, with a corresponding increase in mental 
health. Vitamin E is found in whole wheat, wheat- 
germ oil, meat, milk, butter, eggs and lettuce.) 

Any unbalance in the functioning of the endocrine 
glands, those mysterious organs whose secretions are 
absorbed directly into the system, also affects sexual 
activity and mental power. Many geniuses—such as 
Napoleon Bonaparte—were endocrine freaks, with ab- 
normally active pituitary, thyroid and adrenal glands.

But while his endocrines were stimulating without yet 
destroying him, he was both a sexual and intellectual 
superman.

HE most infamous man in history was Henri III, 

King of France from 1574 to 1589. He was a sex 
murderer, rapist, pervert and a homosexual.

to his unbridled lusts from early childhood, and in 
later years, perhaps as a result of syphilis, developed 
the unnatural practices and the “male court" that 
have made his name synonomous with debauchery and 
evil. 

Many monarchs have been sexually unlicensed, evil, 
and bestial in one way or another; it remained for 
Henri to go the limit in all of them. There is no 
doubt that he was insane. His very manner of death 
is an eternal testimonial to the depths of his deprav- 
ity; in 1589, when he was 36 years old, he was stabbed 
to death in righteous justice by 2 Dominican monk 
named Clement, who had revolted against his many 
sex crimes, including the rape of novice nuns.

. Can that time-clock be stopped—or at least slowed 
down to a considerable extent, permitting you and 
me to live 150, 500, perhaps 1,000 years or more? 

For the first time, it appears that medical science is 
actually slowing the time-clock in some instances. 
More encouraging, it may be that the time-clock can 
be stopped entirely in the not-too-distant future. Man 
would then, barring disease, accident and so on, be 
literally immortal. > i 

Contrary to widely held opinion, man appears cap- 
able of conquering the problem of food supply. Plant 
foodstuffs have already been synthesized, synthetic 
chloryphyll—the green substance in plants which en- 
ables them to transform sunlight and lifeless chem- 
icals into food—is just around the corner; it will soon 
be possible to grow vegetation on bare rock in abso- 
lute darkness. With atomic power a reality and power 
direct from the stars a near-future probability, limit- 
less sources of energy will be available, and man will 
be able to colonize ether planets, and feed himself 
after he arrives. 

The swift conquest of disease, too, appears likely. 
We need mention only the anti-biotics, or “life de- 
stroyers" which, fortunately for us, are carefully se- 
lected to kill only germs inimical to us. The best 
known antibiotic, of course, is penicillin, which is 
produced from a mold that grows on cheese and which 
has cured—among other infections—syphilis in eight - 
days and gonorrhea in fifteen hours. Another is strep- 
tomycin—also processed from a mold—which kills 
many virulent micro-organisms. A third known as 
aureomycin (aureo means yellow and the mold is of 
golden hue) has been used effectively against scores 
of ailments—meningitis, gonorrhea, pneumonia, psit-

tacosis, Rocky Mountain spotted fever, typhoid fever, 
rickettsialpox, bladder ailments and many others. 

Chloromycetin, in preliminary tests with animals, 
has cured undulant fever, dysentary, some forms of 
tuberculosis, and typhoid fever; terramycin, first iso- 
lated in Indiana, may prove the cure for influenza 
and has already cured pneumonia, shingles, whooping 
cough and other infections. 

These are but a few of the rapidly growing list of 
anti-biotics which have already saved millions of lives. 
Of particular significance is the fact that many of the 
anti-biotics, because of their great germ-killing power, 
are expected to greatly reduce infection deaths among 
persons whose natural resistance to such infection has 
been lowered or destroyed by radiation received in 
atomic attacks. This is a “highly important advance” 
in medical defense, according to the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

The conquest of dread lockjaw—one of the most 
terrible of the germ diseases—may have already been 
accomplished, at least in some cases, through admin- 
istration of a muscle-relaxing drug known as mephen- 


esin, which is somewhat similar to the South American

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Children were born and 
cells of England’s notorious Newgate 


prison where the men and women were 


confined together ina single room!

HERE was the world’s most infamous prison? 

What was its name? A name that brought fear 
at its thought and the knowledge a prísoner sentenced 
to it was going to a hell on earth. A prison that 
spewed forth its condemned wretches to swing on 
the crude gallows of Tyburn Hill. Today, one of the 
world's greatest courts stands on the site of this once 
horrible jail. 

One can't read about miscarriages of justice and 
infamous prisons without coming across the blood- 
stained name of Newgate Goal. This London jail 
with a reputation second to none for the brutal man- 
ner in which it was ran, bore its name for 700 years 
and was torn down only in 1907. Today the London 
Central Criminal Court stands on its site. Some of 
America's first citizens did time in Newgate, due to 
political pressure, and when released sailed for the 
New World to help found the land of their dreams. 

For centuries a pillory stood outside Newgate and 
was used to make liars become truthful, at least the 
authorities thought so. While in the pillory the offend- 
er had a whetstone suspended from his neck, usually 
a heavy one.

Court records tell us that one John Waller was pil- 
loried for a false accusation. A group of self righteous 
Londoners stoned him to death and considered them- 
selves better “sports” for the deed. A woman, known 
in the gin mills as Tyburn Anita, was pilloried for 
dressing as a man. Her gentle ale house companions 
so ill treated her that she lost the sight of both eyes. 
To the authorities it was all part of the game. 

In some cases the person pilloried caught the pub- 
lic’s fancy. He would be bedecked with flowers and 
when it rained some good Londoner would hold an 
umbrella over his head. The same good-hearted fellow 
would be back the next day to help stone a “bad” 
woman. The pillory was abolished in 1837. 

Newgate and other London prisons received their 
name from the fact they were originally gates or 
towers giving entrance to the city. Gradually they 
became full-scale hell holes. Newgate became the 
home for those who couldn't pay their way into a little 
less severe jail, such as Ludgate. 

For centuries a large part of Newgate's guests con- 
sisted of persons who had committed the heinous 
crime of being a debtor, or children who had stolen 
a loaf of bread from one of the city stalls to help fill 
their ever-hungry belly. Owing money was but a step 
above the crime of murder and for a time the two 
were considered equal. As no money could be earned 
in Newgate a debtor never got out, his family went 


in with him, and children were born and died behind.

FOUNTAIN OF YOUTH?

—of the organs of the body. Many 
persons still believe that hormones 
are produced only by the ductless 
glands, but this is not true. 

Many different hormones may be 
produced by a single gland or or- 
gan. Thus one of the earliest dis- 
coveries was that the pituitary 
gland—that so-called “third eye" 
located at the base of the brain 
—produced a hormone which reg- 
ulated skeletal development, an- 
other which controlled sexual vir- 
ility, and still another which was 
responsible for the production of 
milk by mammals. 


Thus hormones are the “regu- 


lators" of all bodily functions. An 


overproduction of certain hormones 
may cause the body to age and 
die prematurely; an underproduc- 
tion may slow the bodily process- 
es to an extent that an actual in- 
crease in life-span is achieved. 


However, there's more to it than 
that. Some hormones appear to 
have the capacity of arresting 
physical degeneration normally as- 
sociated with old age, with the re- 
sult that the cells actually regain, 
vigor and youthful characteristics 
they once possessed but lost. The 
aged body actually grows younger. 

Without wishing to appear sen- 
sational, it may be that hormones 
offer the most promising approach 
to solution of the mystery of can- 
cer—a wild and uncontrollable 
multiplication of cells that general- 
ly starts most frequently in older 
persons. Cancer, many authorities 
believe, is a ناوید‎ ailment. 
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"arrow poison" curare. The anti- 
allergy drug benadryl was recent- 
ly reported effective in relieving 
muscle tensions in shaking palsy 
and various cramps. A new drug, 
resodec, is reported to aid certain 
sufferers from congestive heart 
failure and cirrhosis of the liver. 

So man’s war against inimical 
germs appears to be progressing 
rapidly and favorably. It may not 
be long before death from infec- 
tion will be so rare as to constitute 
a medical phenomenon. 


S FAR as accidents and wars 

are concerned, that’s another 
matter. In the philosophical sense, 
there is no such thing as an ac- 
cident; either carelessness, ignor- 
ance, or some other controllable 
factor is always involved, Think 
this over carefully, and you will 
realize that it is true. 

For how long the race will con- 
tinue to have wars is anybody’s 
conjecture. But war, too, will be 
conquered—someday. 

Thus the only remaining cause 
of death appears to be Nature’s 
time-clock. And the key—or per- 
haps better the speed adjustment 
—aáppears to lie in the hormones. 

Everybody has heard of hor- 
mones, but few know exactly what 
they are. Thirty years ago, the 
word hormone wasn't even in the 
dictionaries. 

Hormones (the word means 
"chemical messengers") are chem- 
ical substances which are secreted 
into the bloodstream and through- 
out the body by most— perhaps all 


Betty herself is cutely freckled. 
The Body Beautiful struck pay dirt 
in more ways than one when she 
transported it to Hollywood and 
Started her own business.

Whether the locale is a State 
fair or a movie theatre, flesh- 


peddling always manages to turn a - 


pretty penny. But we were still 
curious as to why "International 
Burlesque" could  out-gross its 
rivals. So we asked the question 
of Samuel Cummins, general man- 
ager of Jewel Productions: “What 
is the secret of your success?” 

His answer was pointblank and 
startlingly sincere. 

“The secret,” he said, “is due to 
our method of production. The 
Story we use is simple and allows 
us plenty of lattitude—and longi- 


tude. Our next picture is going 


to be titled, 'Strip Around the 
World. That gives you an idea. 

"You see, we go to Paris, we 
show the cancan, or a French 


night-club or something, with the 


native music. And then we show 
a contrast with the American 
striptease. Or we go to Haiti, Or 
to the Congo. Or to the American 
Indian—or the East Indian. In 
each case we show the contrast 
between the native dance and mu- 
Sic and our own native art-form, 
which is the striptease. 

"But the main secret lies in 
the cheapness of our production. 
Take a girl like Betty Rowland. We 
permit her to do her entire act 
without interference from the di- 
rector. We make with the lingerie, 
and the strip, and also the bumps 
and the grinds. Some producers 
made only with the strip and when 
the censors pounced down on 
them, they were lost. 

“So wë make two versions of 
each film: a long and a short. The 
long one is the ‘hot’ one; the 
‘short’ one is the censored one. 
The long one can always be cut 
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five-fold and increasing the po- 
tency 180-fold. 

In addition to having been found 
to cure or halt the progress of 
such ills as rheumatoid arthritis, 
rheumatic fever, leukemia, Addi- 
son's disease, alcoholism, drug ad- 
diction, gout, asthma and many 


Other allergies, ACTH (together 


with ACE—adrenal cortex extract 
—and cortisone, another cortex- 
derived hormone) is now being 
used in the treatment of certain 
mental ills. 

These “adrenal hormones" have 
been found to have a stimulating 
effect on. mentally depressed pa- 
tients, giving them a feeling of 
well-being and a release from des- 
pondency. Further benefits are to 
be expected. 

There are. promising develop- 
menís in the use of the sex hor- 
mones, too. At first perhaps too 
widely touted as being able to re- 
store. doddering wrecks to teenage 
virility—a feat perhaps impossible 
due to the actual physical destruc- 
tion of basic structures—they are 
now producing sound results which 
promise more. 

Thus Dr. William B. Kountz, re- 
porting on experiments with men 
and women between the ages of 
sixty-five and ninety which were 
conducted at Washington Univer- 
sity, St. Louis, stated that women 
long past the menopause began 
menstruating again after treat- 
ment with the female hormones 
estrogen and progesterone. Micro- 
scopic examination of cells of the 
uteri of these women revealed that 
the tissues were 'like those of a 
healthy young woman." 

The sex hormones have also been 
found of value in treating the 
mentally ill. According to research- 
ers working with mentally il pa- 
tients at the Creedmore State Hos- 
pital, Queens Village, N. Y. sex 
hormones have cured schizophre- 
nia, most obdurate and dangerous 
of ali types of insanity. 

Work with hormones is still in 
its infancy. There is 2 great danger 
now of expecting too much, too 
soon. Therefore it is wise to take 
each new announcement regarding 
hormone achievements with 2 
grain of salt, in a spirit of "let's 
wait and see." Often experimenta- 
tion starts off promisingly, then 
bogs down and a fresh start in a 
new direction or with a different 
approach has to be made. 

But it is already obvious that 
hormones are the triggers of 
growth and also of old age. Now 
that this is known, the pathway to 
Nature's only true "Fountain of 
Youth" seems clear.

months, and is expected to last a 
year. This large testing is hoped 
to confirm beyond doubt results al- 
ready obtained with small groups 
of prospective mothers—that pro- 
gesterone is a miscarriage-deter- 
rent, 

Sufferers from heart disease will 
be interested in the recent report 
of Dr. Frederick Steigmann, di- 
rector of the therapeutics depart- 
ment at Cook County Hospital, 
Chicago, regarding the efficacy of a 
hormone, known as myocardone, 
which is processed from the walls 
of the hearts of calves. 

This hormone, according to Dr. 
Steigmann, “has definite therapeu- 
tic value in various cardiac con- 
ditions,” .. . and “safely increases 
the pumping efficiency of the heart 
over long periods." ۱ 

Bear in mind that heart ail- 
ments, like cancer, are generally 
associated with increasing age. 


RTHRITIS is one of the most 
stubborn ailments afflicting the 
aging and aged. Only a few weeks 
ago, Dr. Y. S. Collins of. Brooklyn 
stated before the Second Inter- 


. national Gerontological Congress 


in St. Louis that a new hormone 
obtained from the livers of preg- 
nant cows offers great promise in 
the treatment of osteoarthritis, the 
degenerative type of arthritis 
which is characterized by deposits 
of bony substance in the joints, 
often causing great pain and dis- 
ability. At least 6,000,000 persons in 
this country now suffer from this 


degenerative form of arthritis. \ 


Dr. Collins stated that, of 112 
patients so far treated with the 
hormone, only 17 per cent showed 
no improvement, 16 per cent show- 
ed fair improvement, 44 per cent 
showed good improvement and the 
remaining 24 per cent regained 
normal use of their joints accom- 
panied by a reduction in the swell- 
ing and complete freedom from 
pain. 

Best known of the hormones, of 
course, is ACTH (short for adreno- 
cortico-tropic-hormone), which is 


secreted by the pituitary gland. . 


Since human pituitaries are un- 
available for extraction of the hor- 
mone, ACTH is presently obtained 
from the pituitaries of hogs. Be- 
cause of its complexity, there ap- 
pears little likelihood of its being 
produced synthetically in the near 
future. 

Fortunately, however, the Ar- 
mour Laboratories—who pioneered 
in: the development of ACTH— 
have succeeded recently in pro- 
ducing the hog-pituitary hormone 
in a form which has the practical 


effect of multiplying the supply 


Within the past few months, 
there have been numerous encour- 
` aging reports concerning the treat- 


. .ment of cancer with hormones. 


From Boston, for example, Science 
Service reported that “For the first 
time in medical history, a case of 
cancer of the thyroid gland in 
the neck has responded to treat- 
ment with male hormone." 

In the case reported—a woman 
of fifty-three—the patient had 
shown such improvement that she 
was able to rise from heresick bed 
and lead “a normal life” for the 
preceding eight months. The at- 
tending physician, however, warn- 
ed against undue optimism re- 
garding complete cure. "The pa- 
tient's bones are still shot through 
with cancer," Dr. Henry M. Lemon 
of Boston University pointed out. 
“There is no telling whether any 
of this can be cleared up and, if 
so, how long the remission will 
last." | 

This is sound scientific caution. 
Nevertheless, the mere fact that 
a patient who suffered from thy- 
roid cancer for nine years has 
shown the improvement reported 
is of major importance. 


NOTHER hormone-type drug, 
FX identified only by the labora- 
tory designation 1-4, 4, diamino- 
diphenyl ether, was described be- 
fore the 12th International Con- 
gress of Pure and Applied Chemis- 
try as cancer-inhibiting, having at 
least temporarily retarded growth 
of the malignancies in five dying 
patients. It is .too early yet to 
report on this development. 

(Further indication of the basic 
effect of hormones on cells is the 
fact, known for some time, that 
certain hormones retard cancer, 
while others have an opposite ef- 
fect, and still others actually cause 
cancer.) 


Additional encouraging news 


comes from a report presented 
before the U. S. Chapter of the 
International College of Surgeons, 
stating that treatment of cancer 
of the prostate with female hor- 
mones, formerly administered by 
mouth, is now practicable through 
the use of “hormone banks” placed 
beneath the skin, which release the 
hormones gradually over a 0 
of up to ninety days. 

If hormones are found to be the 
key to cellular division, science 
will have progressed far toward the 
solution of the mystery of life itself, 

In Chicago, a large-scale project 
involving the administration of 
progesterone—a female sex hor- 
mone-—to expectant mothers as a 
preventative against miscarriages 
has been underway for some 
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ed found, all these symptoms 
promptly disappeared. 
It is of interest that Abraham 


` Lincoln never made full use of his 


mental faculties until he was stim- 
ulated by his love for Anne Rut- 
ledge, while Napoleon's decline set — 
in swiftly after he cast off Jose- 
phine Beauharnais. Napoleon prob- 
ably would not have deserted his 
wife had he not been mentally de- 
ranged, 


APOLEON HILL, after studying 

more than 25,000 individuals, — 
came to the conclusion that there 
is a wide variety of mental stimu- 
lants, in the following order of 
importance and effect: 

1. Desire for sexual expression. 
2. Love. 3. Desire for fame, power 
or money. 4. Music (the arts gen- 
erally). 5, Friendship, irregardless 
of sex. 6. An alliance of minds. 
7. Mutual suffering. 8. Auto-sug- 
gestion. 9, Fear. 10. Narcotics and 
alcohol. 

“The desire for sex expression 
comes at the head of the list of 
stimuli" Mr. Hill notes. “. .. Eight 
of these stimuli are natural and 
constructive. Two are destructive. 
It will be seen that the emotion of 
sex is, by great odds, the most in- 
tense and powerful of all mind 
stimuli.” 

There is some disagreement, of 
course, with this arrangement of 
mind stimuli. It is widely held, for 
example, that the prime motivation 
of every creature is to survive, and 
that the second is to reproduce. 
Hill, however, takes it for granted 
that survival is assured, and con- 
sequently does not include it as 
a motivation, while he puts fear— 
essential to survival—far down the 
list as only an occasional stimulus. 
He is right, insofar as people who 
live in a well-ordered, civilized so- 
ciety are concerned. They dont 
have to worry about actual sur- 
vival, so that sex expression ac- — 
tually becomes their primary mo- 
tivation. 

Hill believes that genius—as well 
as unusual mental power not per- 
haps strictly classifiable as genius 
—flowers when the mind is able 
to transmute thought-energy orig- 
inating in sexual drive to non- 
sexual purposes. “Transmutation 
of sex energy may lift one to 
the status of genius,” he asserts 
flatly. 

He goes on to define genius as 
possessing “creative imagination.” 
This faculty, he says, “is one which 
the majority of people never use 
during an entire lifetime, and if 
used at all it usually happens by 
accident. A relatively small number 
of people use, with deliberation

make decisions, and a host of oth- 
er mental malfurictionings; at 
other times, as when communica- 
tion between the sex centers in 
the spinal cord and the brain is 
blocked, there will be great sex- 
ual excitement. There may even 
be uncontrollable erection in the 
male or immescence in the female. 


It is now held by some author- 
ities that sexual activity produces 
a form of intoxication of the brain, 
due to the release of chemical 
substances into the system which 
reach the brain. This intoxica- 
tion bears a curious similarity to 
drug or alcohol intoxication, 
though in different degree. It is 
also interesting to note that, for 
thousands of years, the expression 
“intoxicated hy love" has been in 
common usage, Now it is revealed 
that sexual stimuli do intoxicate 
the brain, often causing it to im- 
prove its performance. 


The release of these sexual 
chemicals—perhaps catalysts—into 
the system produces such effects 
as stimulation of the vasodilator 
nerves, with resultant expansion 
of the blood vessels accompanied 
by a “flushed” appearance, an in- 
crease in body temperature, step- 
ped-up pulse and circulation, and 
a state of mental hyperalertness 
and hypersensitivity. No wonder 
genius thinks better when it is 
sexually stimulated. 

Dr. Magnus Hirshfield, the re- 


nowned German sexual psycholo- 
gist, gives an example of how 


genius can be literally destroyed 


一 at least temporarily—by worry 
over the loss of a loved sex part- 
ner. The patient—whose spouse 
was reported missing—lost all 
mental brilliance and, in addition, 
evinced the following symptoms: 
bewilderment, fatigue, a burning 
sensation along the breastbone, 
pain in the heart region, great 
anxiety combined with a dread of 
losing consciousness, inability to 
make any physical effort, severe 
thirst, almost total loss of memory, 


severe head pains as though the - 


skull was being compressed by an 
iron band, partial paralysis in the 
arms and legs, and a desire to 
smash objects. 


When the loved one was report- 


Abraham Lincoln, Ralph Waldo 


Emerson, Thomas Jefferson, Wood- 
row Wilson, and Robert E. Lee. 

They were all men of tremendous 
but properly controlled and direct- 
ed sex drive. Without that sex 
drive, they would have been medi- 
ocre. 

According to Napoleon Hill, in 
his paper “Sex Urge Stimulates 
Genius,” the secret of creative 
ability stems from the emotion of 
sex. 7: j 

"Destroy the sex glands," Mr. 
Hil writes, “whether in man or 
beast, and you have removed the 
major source of action. For proof 
of this, observe what happens to 
any animal after it has been cast- 
rated. A bull becomes as docile as 
a cow after it has been altered 
sexually. Sex alteration takes out 
of the male, whether man or beast, 
all the fight that was in him. Sex 
alteration of the female has the 
same effect." 


There is no doubt that many 
works of genius are definitely in- 
spired by sexual desire, and thus 
represent symbolical offerings of 
the best that is in the creator, 
tendered specifically to the loved 
one. This, in a sense, is making 
love, not with the body but with 
the mind. It is noteworthy, how- 
ever, that with genius physical love 
is also generally present and ex- 
pressed, as well. Genius likes. to 
satisfy itself both physically and 
psychically. 

The close connection between the 
sexual system and the brain is 
not generally realized. It becomes 
more apparent when we consider 
that many drugs—as well as alco- 
hol—have their greatest effect in 
releasing sexual inhibitions. There 
is no physical reason for the sex- 
ual impotence often noted among 
alcoholic paranoiacs; the trouble 
is solely in the mind, which has 
“cut itself off" from the normal 
communication with the sexual 
system. 

Unless the sexual system, the 
Spinal centers and the brain are 
functioning in unity, both sexual 
and mental disorders will result. 
Sometimes there will be impotence, 
coupled with aberrations, loss of 
memory, inability to plan and 
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most. 

In any walk of life, a high 
degree of sexuality is an asset, 
increasing health of the body and 
spurring the mind to greater ef- 
fort. If you have it, you should 
feel grateful and channel it to- 
ward achieving both a successful 
sexual and intellectual life. And 
if you lack it you should, under 
competent medical guidance, take 
steps toward improvement. 

You will find then that genius 
is actually sex-energy—a sublima- 
tion of the natural urge to create 


children. Only geniuses—at least. 


part of the time—create “brain 
children” instead of a new genera- 
tion of flesh and blood.

T IS very easy to identify high 

sexuality in an individual. Gen- 
erally the quality known as “per- 
sonal magnetism" is obvious in 
the handshake, the glance, the 
smile, the manner of talking, the 
coordination between mind and 
body. Not long ago, a coach who 
specialized in training people for 
sales jobs—where personality is 
important—stated flatly that high- 
ly sexed men make the best sales 
persons. Obviously they attract 
women—who do 85 per cent of the 
nation’s buying—while their intel- 
ligence is quick and flexible; not 
always genius, perhaps, but more 
unerring in grasping “hunches” 
and “sensing situations"—an at- 
tribute common to genius—than 
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to sex, the greatest source of such 
conflict. | 

Because we are actually a tre- 
mendous bundle of repressions— 
most of which have constructive 
purpose because they permit us to 
live together in an imperfect so- 
ciety while inflicting the least dam- 
age upon ourselves and others— 
we have developed a whole group 
of symbolisms by which sexuai or- 
igins are expressed, even in dreams. 
If these symbols recur again and 
again in dreams, it appears likely 
that the individual's sex condition 
is “on the mind” and probably re- 
pressed in some way. : 

Serual frustration. This may be 
indicated by: dreams of swimming, 
flying, floating through the air, 
leaping with the greatest of ease. 
riding swiftly, dancing divinely, 
ascending soaring flights of stairs, 
riding in an elevator or airplane— 
generally dreams of freedom and 
movement. In women, however, 
dreams of falling, of being held up 
and robbed at gun—or dagger- 
point (both male symbols) may 
also indicate frustration combined 
with the dread of pregnancy. 

(Dreams of falling generally in- 
dicate anxiety of some sort; the 
anxiety may not be sexual. Ín all 
cases, a sexual interpretation may 
not be the correct one, but it may 
be the most likely one. Thus the 
common dream of taking an exam- 
ination and failing may indicate 
sexual anxiety of some sort—either 
fear or impotence or failing in love 
—but it may also indicate any otb- 
er fear which is repressed to allow 
the indivdual to sleep.) 

Sexual desire. Flame, heat, light. 


but the very simplest dreams have 
purposes and meanings, usually 
stemming from anxieties, fears, or 
repressions of some sort. The great 
majority of these dreams have 
their origin in some sexual defi- 
ciency, maladjustment, or repres- 
sion, and from the proper analysis 
of such dreams a great deal may 
be learned concerning what’s wrong 
and how the condition may be cor- 
rected. 

The difficulty lies in interpreting 
the dreams, which are often con- 
fused, jumbled, and fragmentary, 
often with their real meanings hid- 
den behind a barrier of symbolisms 
which the super-ego—or censor of 
the mind—has erected in deference 
to the taboos and conventions of 
the conscious mind, the only part 
of the mind of which we are aware. 
Beneath the conscious mind lies, 
layer upon layer, the vast depths 
of the subconscious, in which a per- 
fect memory of everything we ever 
did, thought, or experienced is re- 
tained. | 

If it comes as something of a 
shock that most dreams are of sex- 
ual origin—excluding perhaps the 
simplest, most obvious ones of 
which even some may also be sex- 
ual—bear in mind that, next to 
survival, sex is the strongest of all 
motivations. Freud, who never said 
that all dreams are of sexual origin, 
did say that most dreams were ful- 
fillments of sexual wishes. Jung, 
who clashed with Freud somewhat, 
agreed on the predominant sexual- 
ity of dreams. Dr. H. H. Rivers, 
while not limiting dreams to sex, 
considered them as expressions of 
mental conflict, thus coming back 


and purpose aforethought, the fac- 
ulty of creative imagination. Those 
who use this faculty voluntarily, 
and with understanding of its 
functions, are genii.” 

So sex energy, to produce works 
of genius, must be directed. “The 
mere possession of this energy is 
not sufficient to produce a genius,” 
Hill warns. “It must be transmuted 
from desire for physical contact, 
into other form of desire or action, 
before it will lift one to the status 
of a genius.” 

This explains why it is often 
noted that “genius flowers late.” 
Many men of high sexual capacity 
devote most of this genius-energy 
to sexual indulgence through their 
early years—from the 20s well into 
the 40s—and only learn to strike 
a balance between reasonable sex- 
ual indulgence and mental activity 
after they reach the 40s, or at least 
the late 30s. Most of the great 
geniuses did not achieve their best 
work until they were beyond mid- 
dle-age. Before that, they were too 
busy making love. 

“Between the ages of 30 and 40,” 
Hill continues, “man begins to 
learn (if he ever learns) the art 
of sex transmutation. He may ob- 
serve that his powers of achieve- 
ment have increased around the 
age of 35 to 40, but in most cases, 
he is not familiar with the cause 
of this change—that Nature begins 
to harmonize the emotions of love 
and sex in the individual . . 

“The road to genius consists in 
the development, control, and use 
“of sex, love, and romance. 


“When the emotion of love begins 
to mix itself with the emotion of 
sex, the result is calmness of pur- 

. pose, poise, accuracy of judgment, 
and balance. ... There is nó other 
road to genius than through vol- 
untary self-effort." 


Despite the fact that some dis- 
eased persons—such as epileptics 
and tubercular persons (Frederic 
Chopin, the composer, was tubercu- 
lar) —have an intensified sex drive 
with a consequent heightening of 
productivity due to their ailment, 
the greatest genius usually stems 
from healthy sex-energy in 2 
healthy body. 


As: a matter of fact, a strong 
` sex urge is generally an indication 
of a healthy body, while an un- 
dersexed or oversexed condition is 
a warning to have a medical check- 
up. For maximum mental capacity, 
untainted by aberration, sound 
health is essential, and it is a 
fact that superlative, sane geniuses 
have generally had almost bull- 
like strength and endurance.

the pictures principally stressed 
cynicsm, revenge, cruelty, remorse- 
lessness, bestial lewdness, and 
gloomy fatalism. Sexual perversions 
of all kinds were emphasized. 

"Pederastic (sodomy among men) 
symbols among the males and les- 
bian symbols among the females 
are of especially frequent occur- 
rence,” Professor Kurella noted. 
“Among these we often find a fish 
or mackeral etched symbolically on 
the thigh. 

“Still more perverse sexual man- 
ifestations we see in quite young 
criminals . . especially obscene 
manifestations occur in the sons 
of prostitutes and criminals." 

The famous German anthropolo- 
gist and sexual psychologist Dr. 
Schrenck von Notzing did exten- 
sive research on symbolism in 
tattooing among sailors on ships 
visiting North African ports, as 
wel as. among prostitutes and 
criminals in the great seaport of 
Marseiles. More than 50 per cent 
individuals queried— 
whether criminals or not—had ob- 
scene tattooings of one kind or 
another. Significantly, there was a 
great resemblance between the 
tattooing of prostitutes and crimi- 
nals. 

According to Jacques Delarue, 
in his Les Tatouages de Milieu, 
criminals and sexual perverts 
"jdentify" one another by their 
tattoos. Certain tattooings have 
come to have definite meanings; 
indeed they contain a record of 
the past, state the criminal’s spe- 
cialty and—if he is a pervert— 
name his perversion. 

Thus in France, for instance, 
many criminals who have done less 
than one year in prison are iden- 
tified by a wooden shoe tattooed 
on the forearm (Criminals in 
French prisons wear wooden 
shoes). If the time served was 
greater than a year, a whip is 
placed beside the shoe. If hard 
labor was part of the punishment, 
there are five small dots between 
the thumb and index finger. 


T IS significant that, among civ- 

1112600 peoples, pornographic tat- 
tooing is mostly found on ill- 
educated elements of the popula- 
tion with a tendency to criminal- 
ity or depravity. Apparently, with 
greater education, the desire for 
primitive pictorial expression is not 
So great, provided, of course, that 
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of all the 


The sort of “Momism” indicated 
by this tattoo, they will] surmise, 
may be an indication of a frus- 
irated desire to return to mothet's 
apron strings, which in Katzen- 
bergen’s case found twisted ex- 
pression in crimes of robbery with 
violence, including a possible shoot- 
ing. 


CCORDING to the famous 
criminologist Lombroso, the 
tattooing of sexual perverts is often 
highly revealing. He mentions the 
case of a man who had commit- 
ted many rapes, often under cir- 
cumstances of extreme sadism. 
“On the left arm, he had a heart 
pierced by an arrow, beside which 
were two small bleeding hearts,” 
Lombroso noted. “He explained that 


this meant that he had lived with 


a woman but that he left her 
when she bore him two children. 

“On the lower arm he had hearts 
pierced by daggers. He explained 
that this reminded him of the 
pleasure he had from raping two 
women while holding a knife 
against them. Under this picture 
was an anchor beside an apple 
pierced by a dagger. It reminded 
him of the time when he raped the 
wife of a sailor.” 

This same rapist had an explan- 
ation of an elaborate tattooing on 
his right arm that obviously re- 
veals his distorted and sadistic 
thinking. It was the tattoo of a 
winged woman, wearing a crown. 
The criminal pointed out vicious- 
ly, with a certain bestial humor, 
“She had wings because I gave her 
a kick in the pants. She had a 
crown because, instead of a gar- 
land of virginal flowers, I ‘crowned 
her’ when she became my mis- 
tress.” 

Lombroso also mentions a wom- 
an criminal and prostitute, who 
had the unmentionable part of a 
man, tattooed on her left leg. Un- 
der it was the word “Excelsior’— 
a centuries-old motto of aspira- 
tion. Obviously this woman had a 
depraved sense of humor. 

In another instance, a prostitute 
had tattooed on her upper leg the 
names of all the establishments 
in which she had worked. 


CCORDING to Professor E. 
Kurella in his The Natural 
exam- 
ination of the tattoos of more 
than 5,000 criminals revealed that 


History of the Criminal, 


brilliant colors, resplendent ani- 
mals indicate the hunger; if ac- 
companied by a specific person, 
they may indicate the object of 
desire. 


Fear of impotence. Baldness, de- 


bility, loss of organs, withering, 
teeth falling out, any physical or 
mental weakness or disintegration. 

Desire to be sexually admired. 

Dreams of going about either en- 
tirely or partly nude, or overdressed 
or peculiarly dressed, while nobody 
pays any attention. According to 
Freud, if the physical motions are 
also inhibited and there is a feel- 
ing of shame, the dreamer is sex- 
ually thwarted. 
- Male principle. Any long, firm 
erect object—towering monument, 
church-spire, lance, tree, mast.

Female principle. Anything that 
is full with goodness, such as 
breasts filled with milk, a ripe fruit, 
ripe grains, a cow with calf. Also 
a gushing fountain, bower of flow- 
ers, fish (extremely fecund), an 
arch, a doorway, a ring, an open- 
ing, a warm secret place, and the 
crescent moon. 

Persons. Usually the symbolism 
takes the form of a similar type 
of the same sex; if, for example, a 
kindly father is represented the 
symbolism may be a beneficent 
king, while if a brutal father is 
the object of the dream, a semi- 
human fiend may be created. In 
identifying all dream-symbolisms, 
a great deal of investigation 
through association of character- 
istics is necessary. 

Though this subject of symbol- 
ism in dreams is literally inexhaust- 
ible, the basic patterns are quite 
simple. It is easy to determine, for 
example, whether a symbolism has 
male or female significance, wheth- 
er it is benign or malignant. From 
there, you can have a great deal 
of enjoyment in attempting to in- 
terpret any unusualy vivid or per- 
sistently recurrent dream or 
dream-pattern. 

- In the last analysis, however, if 
the persistence of dream-forms 
seems to indicate that something 
is wrong with you psychologically 
or physically, it’s best to consult 
a reputable psychiatrist. Today, 
every competent psychiatrist and 
psychologist admits the importance 
of dreams as clues to deep-seated 
conflicts, and it is only from such 
persons that effective aid may be 
had.

The tattoo you want 
may be one you'll never be ashamed 
of—and then again it may be one 
that gives frightening insights 
into hidden, evil depths of your 
own personality. 
Remember, tattooing can reveal 
character as surely as your face!

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in the breakdown of the so-called 
old-fashioned home where children 
were under closer watch of their 
parents." 

While the sex behavior of juv- 
eniles is primarily a matter that 
comes under family jurisdiction 
and responsibility, drug addiction 
among them is clearly a vice for 
the administration to step in and 
control.

ESPITE these shocking disclos-

The man, Dr. Alfred C. Kinsey, 
is a compiler of voluminous sta- 
tistics on the subject of sex. For 
years his investigators tramped up 
and down the land, asking and re- 
ceiving intimate details as to the 
sex life of tens of thousands of 
males. One of the few startling con- 
clusions from all this mass of data 
was that there was considerably 
more abnormality and promiscuity 
among the better-educated, white- 
collar classes than among ill-learn- 
ed manual laborers. 


Finely attuned to state-wide

ATURALLY, "Dr. Jones" then 
launched an investigation.

all of us" said Gov. Schricker. “It 


seems to me the primary fault lies 
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. Third, 


with some trepidation. There is a 
saying that figures don’t lie, but 
that liars will figure; and I’ve no 
doubt that some clever statistician 
could make my logic look sad. 
“Our records reveal . . . every 
girl has three ages. First, she has 
a chronological age that tells how 
many years she has lived.

“Long experience usually enables 


me to pick these victims of early 


maturity at sight. There is an in- 
definable something in the eye, a 
something about the mouth, that 
tells the tale, particularly when 


. there has been an actual sex ex- 


perience. . . . it tended to support 
Bernard Shaw's view, it is not the 
male who does the pursuing but 
the female; and that women uni- 
versally make men their creatures 
to the end that they may gratify 
the maternal urge within them. ... 

“There is no buncombe about 
it. ... These girls I deal with have 
many of them dropped the fiction 


that a woman must be wooed from. 


any real reluctance. At a meeting 
of parents which was recently held 
in Denver to discuss what could be 
done about the ‘immorality’ exist- 
ing in a certain school, the prin- 
cipal of the school told the parents 
that it was the girls who were 
largely responsible because they 
pursued the boys.

twitterings and rumplings from his 
listening-post in Bloomington, Ind., 
Dr. Kinsey came out flat-footed 
with the pronunciamento that In- 
diana was not “more notorious than 
any other state on the subject.” 
According to this statistician, there 
are 420,000 illicit sex experiences 
in Indiana each week: certainly 
"no evidence of an increase in 
juvenile sexual activity . . . 

"It always has existed," he said. 
“The only increase is in the amount 
of publicity such cases have been 
getting lately." 

But Kinsey investigators travel 
in circles where their credentials 
are more or less accepted by the 
community as 2 whole. Had one 
of them been down around a river 
shack on the outskirts of Peru, Ind., 
recently, on a moonlit midnight, 
his eyes would have been greeted 
by as strange a sight as that same 
moon had ever witnessed since the 
ancient saturnalia was abolished. 

A man, four youths and four girls 
were drinking, dancing and singing 
wildly. Once in 2 while one or two 
of them would chase another to 
the shrubbery where the sequel was 
mercifully concealed. Feminine 
squeals were loudest when the boys, 
Stripping the clothes from those 
who still wore any, dragged the 
girls to the river for a dip. After 
that, all retired to the shack for 
more drinking and carousing till 
dawn. 

Police found them as they fell 
soddenly asleep, limbs inextricably 
tangled. The orgy had been going 
on for three weeks! Three of the 
girls were escapees from a state 
reform school. They were returned 
there. The man and the four boys 
drew suspended sentences of six 
months each. 


HE taking of polls by thousands 

of investigators over a few short 
years, using charts and adding- 
machines, can find less definite and 
distinct conclusions about sex life 
among adolescents than can -one 
man alone, working twenty-six 
years, day in and day out, on that 
one subject alone. 

That man was Judge Ben B. 
Lindsey. More than a quarter of a 
century ago he wrote, in collabora- 
tion with Wainwright Evans, a 
book called “The Revolt of Mod- 
ern Youth," the fruit of his study 
till then.

more than 180,000,000 psychological 
warfare pamphlets explaining that 
Red soldiers who surrender will re- 
ceive good food and medical care. 

Now that nine months of sustain- 
ed operation have been effected by 
airlift personnel, United Nations 
ground forces have ceased being 
amazed at what they see floating 
down from the sky. However the 
day that the U.S. Marines at Koto- 
rin near the Chosin reservior dis- 
covered Flying Boxcars kicking out 
the 20 ton bridge they so urgently 
needed to get their equipment 


across a rock-walled canyon, they 


shook their heads in wonder and 
exclaimed, “What next?" Each of 
the 5,000 pound spans came down 
supported by 100 foot parachutes. 
This bridge was the first in the 
world ever to be airdropped. Be- 
cause of this bridge the marines 
were 'able to escape the Chinese 
trap and get out all of their equip- 
ment. ` ۱ 

A Special need in Seoul last De- 
cember resulted in “The Christmas 
Kid Airlift.” One thousand orphans 
ranging in age from mere infants 
to fourteen years had to be taken 
from Red-menaced Seoul to Cheju 
Island far south of the combat 
zone. Skymasters carried the waifs 
after an attempt to-evacuate them 
by boat from Inchon failed. On the 
same flights the big planes took 
thousands of pounds of food for 
the undernourished children. 

Since battleworn troops must 
have rest and relaxation from time 
to time, the Far East Air Force's 
Combat Cargo transports lift the 
fatigued soldiers from Korean 
fields, and a few hours later set 
them down in Japan where they 
can forget C-rations and enjoy 


in years: an English translation 
of Xenophon’s Anabasis. My fin- 
gers, with uncanny  prescience, 
found their way to Book IV, Chap- 
ter VIII.

Division (Combat Cargo) number- 


to the present time 59,870, with 227,- 
766, tons of cargo airlifted and 371,- 
086 passengers carried. On hun- 
dreds of these flights wounded com- 
bat men were evacuated. In the 
case of the First Marines and the 
Seventh Infantry, cut off in retreat 
by the first savage Chinese on- 
slaught, 5,000 casualties were lifted 
out by the planes that supplied the 
desperate forces for ten terrible 
days.

Henri, Marguerite always in- 


. sisted, was the only one of her 


brothers to take her by force. She 
was really in love wth the others to 
whom she freely granted her favors. 

In his early youth, despite the 
depravity of his upbringing, it al- 
most appeared as though Henri 
had some fragments of decency in 
his makeup. Though he could have 
almost any woman he chose—and 
though he availed himself of his 
exalted privilege to the fullest ex- 
tent—he actually appears to have 
fallen in love a couple of times. 

The first of these romances oc- 
curred when Henri was sixteen. 
The girl, Renee de Rieux, was a 
‘member of his mother’s court. He 
seems to have been honestly at- 
tached to her, writing poetry in 
her honor and sending her fer- 
vid letters inscribed in the red ink 
of his own blood. She was, natural- 
ly, his mistress. Finally tiring of 
her, he sought to give her security 
and a name by marrying her off 
to a minor official. That gentle- 
man, however, realizing that Henri 
actual had little power, indig- 
nantly refused, saying in effect 
that if he must marry a whore, 
he would wait until Henri became 
King and established his bordello 
in the royal palace. 

The gentleman underestimated 
Henri’s power and revengeful na- 
ture. Henri, taking matters into 
his own hands, had the man's 
house looted of all its valuables 
by a gang of hired ruffians, who 
then set fire to it and burned it 
to the ground. Henri calmly sold 
the valuables for the sum of 50,- 
000 livres—a substantial fortune in 
those days—and presented the 
money to his discarded mistress. 

The abandoned Renee did not do 
too badly in marriage, either. She 
promptly tripped to the altar with 
a wealthy Italian nobleman named 
Antonionotti, whom she subse- 
quently punctured with a dagger, 
confident that Henri wouldn't let 
her down.

Sol- 
dier pasengers on a 437th Troop 
Carrier Wing C-46 fed the lambs 
and. found that GI lunches were 
preferred to grain by the woolly an- 
imals. 

Other airlift loads include hag- 
gard but happy U.N. POWs from 
behind enemy lines, vaccine, and 
blood plasma for the thousands. of 
wounded who have ben quickly 
evacuated to base hospitals for the 
finest medical care. Also Chinese 
Communist POWs have been car- 
‘ried to our hospitals for medical 
care and humane treatment. 


Dried cuttlefish for laborers in 
Korea who insist on being paid 
with the flat, white tentacled fish 
they consider a great delicacy is 
not among the favorite cargoes of 
the plane crews. 

Helicopters and jet engines in 
.Jarge crates are flown to battle 
areas where they soon rise on their 
own wings to aid the fight against 
Communism; and trucks, jeeps and 
communications equipment are 
common loads. Terminal loading 
crews are so used to seeing odd car- 
gos that they weren't even aston- 
ished when an eight-ton steam roll- 
er was sent up the ramp. 


So in these days of modern com- 
bat when a soldier glances upward 
into the skies he may be saying 2 
prayer or he may he watching for 
the answer to one—the welcome 
and familiar sight of the great 
flying transports of Combat Cargo 
that ignore muddy roads and even 
enemy lines to bring him supplies 
without which he could not wage 
war.

King. He sent her back to her fa- 
ther with a payoff of 6,000 silver 
livres. 


RADUALLY Henri developed a 

sexual distaste for women, 
which revealed itself in acts of in- 
creasing viciousness toward them. 
One of his victims, for example, 
was a beautiful woman of high 
birth and great personal charm, 
Madame de Nevers, who despised 
the King and did not hesitate to 
tell her friends so. 


Henri decided to be revenged. He 
staged a select. dinner for only a 
few guests, which she was required 
to attend by order of the King. 
Then, at the close of the dinner, 
he ordered her into an adjoining 
room, where he raped her in the 
presence of his servants. The serv- 
ants, he informed her, were pres- 
ent as witnesses; if she ever told 
her husband, they would testify 
that she, herself, had been the in- 
stigator and that she had forced 
herself upon the King by her in- 
decent conduct and suggestions. He 
then made her write a passionate 
letter to him, which he locked in 
a desk in her presence. This, of 
course, was a threat which effec- 
tually silenced her. 

In another instance, accompa- 
nied by the Marquis de Nogaret, he 
entered the Convent of St. Louis 


at Poissy and raped a novice nun 


who was particularly young and 
beautiful. After that, he visited the 
convent whenever he chose, either 
by day or by night, and in fact 
violated nuns in many other con- 
vents. 


In still another case, he had the. ۱ 


pretty young wife of one of his 


minor officials brought to his pri- 
vate apartment. He kept her there: 


for a day and a night, after which 
he turned her over to fifteen other 
men, who in turn raped her. She 
was dead when she was taken 
away. | 


The steady inroads of syphilis 
soon turned Henri into an out- 
and-out homosexual. No longer did 
he want women, only men. He 
gathered himself a group of homo- 
sexuals to whom he gave fantastic 
presents, including rich castles and 
lands; it was a common saying that 
thé King had run out of castles 
for the time being. There was no 
secret about the identities of his 
favorites; their names were known 
throughout the Court and even to 
the common people. The populace 
referred scornfuly to them as 


bardaches (capons or  desexed 


males). 


Henri's first glimpse of her came 
on her wedding day, when she 
married Prince Henri de Conde, In 
the course of the wedding festivi- 
ties, Henri apparently wandered 


. about the castle and into the 
-bride's bedchamber, where he got 


a whiff of her personal perfume. 
The combination of her beauty 
and the exotic scent proved too 
much for him; he desired her and 
had to have her, despite the fact 
that to do so would make a cuckold 
of one of the nobles of the Court. 

The affair was easily arranged, 
however, by one of Henri's broth- 
ers and his sister, who brought the 
lovely Marie—apparently willingly 
一 to Henri's bedroom. Thus began 
a romance that did. not end until 
Marie died in the course of an 
uncompleted pregnancy, probably 


' because by that time she was af- 


flicted with syphilis, a present 
Henri had brought her after a pro- 
longed visit to Venice and the 
Court of Savoy. 

There is darker speculation that 
Henri or his sister Marguerite had 


‘Marie poisoned, so that he would 


not be embarrassed by any left- 
handed children, even though Ma- 
rie was the wife of a Count. 

In 1574 Charles IX died and 
Henri, now twenty-three years old, 
became King of France. From that 
time on, possessed of almost un- 
limited power and with syphilis 
ravaging steadily at his brain, Hen- 
ri’s sexual excesses became steadily 
worse until they were finally those 
of a mad beast. 

His first step was to marry a 
girl named Louise de Vandemont, 
whose charms were many but 
whose morals, to say the least, were 
not above reproach. In fact, she 
had been the mistress of a gentle- 
man of the Court, to whom Henri 
said frankly, “I have married your 
mistress. Now you marry one of my 
mistresses.” But the nobleman fied, 
and Henri promptly confiscated his 
estate. 

Now Henri began to pursue love 
—or at least sexual expression— 
on a wholesale scale. At least one 
hundred ladies of the Court passed 
through his bedchamber while he 
was King, but few of them became 
pregnant, for his syphilis soon 
made him sterile. He did, however, 
sire a legitimate son, who ultimate- 
ly became King Henri IV. 

As his sickness increased, he took 
more and more to young girls, 
preferably inexperienced virgins, of 
whom he soon tired. Typical of 
these was Gabrielle d’Estrel, a 
beautiful maiden of sixteen, whose 
father callously turned her over to 
Henri in return for a few royal 
favors. Gabrielle, however, soon 
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had had some love affairs of her 
own, including incestuous ones with 
her other brothers. 


While Marguerite was visiting - 


his. Court, he took the opportunity 
of publicly insulting her before his 
servants, naming her lovers in turn. 
Then he ordered his soldiers to 
take her back to her husband, but 
to make themselves free with her 


favors on the way, since she would 


enjoy such attention, being a wom- 


an of loose morals. From that time 


on, both Marguerite and her hus- 
band were also numbered among 
his growing list of enemies. 


By now, almost all France hated 
him. Since he was powerful in a 
military way, there was .nothing 
much that could be done openly, 
but thousands of poems and songs 
were written, describing the un- 
speakable sexual bestialities of the 
"Monster." These were sung and re- 
cited whenever people were sure 
there were no soldiers or spies 
around. 


As resentment grew, many of 
Henris homosexual friends. were 
killed in duels with affronted, nor- 
mal nobles, or by the stealthy at- 
tacks of indignant assassins. Henri 
erected . exquisite monuments to 
their memory. Beginning to fear 
more and more that he would be 
murdered, and seeking supernat- 
ural protection, he took up the 
study of black magic. Had he not 
been a King, he would undoubted- 
ly have been burned at the stake.

The experience drove her 
insane. J 


S his madness increased and his 

hatred for women deepened, he 
tried to humiliate his wife, the 
Queen, by forcing her to sleep with 
a .minor noble—a landowner— 
whom he also forced into the ar- 
rangement. He brought the man 
into the Queen's bedroom, and an- 
nounced his intention of what they 
must do. He sat down, prepared to 
watch. But the Queen, who now 
hated him because of his utter vile- 
ness—including the fact that he 
had infected her with syphilis— 
would not cooperate. She got out 
of bed and sat in a chair. She sat 
there all night, while the King— 
now a debauched, trembling lecher 
—kept explaining to her the joys 


she would experience with the poor 


landowner, a Monsieur de Joyeuse. 
This time the King was foiled. 


From that time on, the Queen 
hated Henri with an intensity sel- 
dom equalled by any human. 


Henri’s hatred even extended to 
his sister Marguerite, who by now 
had become the Queen of Navarre. 
Though he had raped her himself, 
and even though he was now un- 
interested in women, he became 
jealous when he heard that she 


Henri’s homosexual loves—and 
the King too—dressed in a ridicu- 
lously feminine manner, wearing 
artfully applied rouge, marcelled 
hair that fell about their shoulders, 
perfume, ribbons and laces, and 
high-heeled shoes. They flirted with 
each other like girls, and spoke in 
high-pitched, feminine voices.

APIDLY Henri became a voyeur 

—a pervert who delights in 
having the most indecent and un- 
natural acts performed while he 
watched. On one occasion, he sent 
word to some of the most beauti- 
ful courtesans in Paris that they 
were to be his special guests at a 
gala banquet in his castle at St. 
Cloud. They were to dress in their 
finest garments. He sent his royal 
carriages to pick them up. But 
when they arrived at the castle, 
they were met by servants, who 
ripped off their clothing. Then, 
while Henri watched, the nude 
women were raped by members of 
Henris Swiss Guard—tall, power- 
ful men of whom the King was 
very proud.

ed her child born on November 1, 
1948, then “tricked” her into sign- 
ing a $1,500 settlement. A few 
months before the baby was born 
the fiery model staged an eleven- 
day sitdown strike in the million- 
aire's palatial White Plains, N. Y., 
home on grounds that he had not 
done right by her. Mr. Moneybags 
finally got her out of the house 
by cutting off all the utility serv- 
ices. In this case a redheaded tem- 
per flared and is still burning. 
And what chance has a pretty 
redhead of becoming a movie star, 
a la that other redhead, Rita Hay- 
worth, if she has a slightly mis- 
shapen nose? None at all con- 
tends another titian-haired model 
who walked into a transparent 
glass door of a New York City 
bank, and is now suing for $275,000 
as the price of a lost Hollywood 
contract. When knocked cold by 
the doors, the redhead really sim- 
mered, she told the judge. 


Curiously, and contrary to what 
might be expected in view of the 
redhead's blazing reputation, there 
are few among the scores of mur- 
deresses who have killed in a fit 
of passion.

Because of their spirit- 
ed temper they must have provided 
the most sport when the boys 
ventured out to snare themselves 
a wife. The fiery temperament has 
been traditional ever since. 

Strictly speaking, it is not true 
that flaming hair always denotes 
a flaming passion. Redheads can 
be, and often are, as icy cold as 
the most frigid of blondes. And 
among nymphomaniacs, the ma- 
jority by far are brunettes. 


Many redheads try desperately 
to live down the reputation that 
titian tresses are an outward sign 
of a burning inner nature. Yet it 
is true that even a strawberry 
blonde, the mildest of all redheads, 
wil flare up the instant she is 
aroused. But it also has been noted 
by psychiatrists that, although the 
redhead reaches a white heat in 
less time than it takes to bat an 
eye, she cools down quicker than 
her slow-burning sisters.

The vic- 
tims were drawn from Newgate 
in open carts, applauded or re- 
viled by thousands, to their unjust 
doom, Thanks to John Howard 
these unholy processions were 
abolished in an attempt to give the 
wretches a little more dignity be- 
fore meeting their Maker. 

Dean Swift tells us about a pro- 
cession in one of his ballads: 

“As clever Thom Clinch while 

the rabble was bauling, 

Rode stately to Holborn to die 

in his calling. 

He stopped at the George for a 

bottle of sack, 

And promised to pay for it when 

he came back.” 

It goes without saying that Thom 
Clinch paid for his sack on the 
gallows. There was never a return 
ticket. 

On arriving at Tyburn the poor 
wretches were told by the Ordinary 
(prison clergyman) to make their 
peace. While doing this the hang- 
man was appraising the value of 
their tattered clothing. Once his 
charges were hanged the clothing, 
as directed by law, belonged to 
him. If friends didn’t claim the 
body it was sold to the medical 
students at Surgeon’s Hall. The 
price paid depended whether the 


-head was torn off or not.

If he, or she, couldn't pay, it was 
back to Newgate until some friend 


payed the charge. Old lady justice. 


must have wondered what was 
wrong with her scales when she 
viewed such proceedings. 

Light scarcely entered Newgate's 
wards and fresh air was unknown. 
Barely enough food was issued to 
sustain life and this was some- 
times augmented by contaminated 
meat and bread siezed from the 
city stalls. This usually had the 
effect of decreasing Newgate's pop- 
ulation, thanks to ptomaine poi- 
soning, a blessing in disguise for 
many. Men and women, boys and 
girls, all occupied the same wards. 
Newgate had no room for modesty 
and all were at the mercy of the 
gaolers, sadistic, perverted brutes. 


qu were three parts to the 
prison. The Master's Side, the 
Common Side, and the Press Yard. 
If à prisoner had a little money 
he could move from the Common 
to the Master's Side by paying a 
fee to the gaoler. Life was easier 
on the Master's Side—as long as 
the gaoler received his graft. Wine 
was sold for a high price and pris- 
oners could drink themselves into 
a continuous stupor, which they 
did, 

When a person first entered New- 
gate he was greeted by a gaoler. 
The grim greeting was “pay or 
strip.” Unless the prisoner had 
money his clothes were taken off 
him, or her, with the exception 
of the barest necessities. This made 
the wet, sewage-piled wards more 
difficult to endure and many did 
not endure it long as the scourge 
of gaol fever was ever rampant. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Fry, the Florence 
Nightingale of the early prisons, 
first visited Newgate in 1813. She 
found 300 women with their chil- 
dren packed into two filthy wards. 
She wrote: “All I tell thee is a 
faint picture of the real, the filth, 
the closeness of the rooms, the 
fierce manners and expressions of 
the women toward each other, and 
the wickednesses that everything 
bespoke are unbelievable, the con- 
duct of the gaolers toward the 
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eagled on the ground and heavy 


weights gradually applied on his | 


chest. ۱ 
“Do you plead?” he was asked. If 
the answer was no, another weight 


was placed on. The prisoner either | 


pleaded or was crushed to death. 
If the accused died the law con- 
sidered itself the winner and re- 
corded the prisoner pleaded but 
died during his "confession." The 
part of Newgate where this bar- 
barous act took place was called 
the Press Yard. 
During the 19th century justice 
and mercy began to develop vocal 
cords and the voice of the lusty 
infant made itself heard. The be- 
ginning of a new deal became a 
reality for the accused, The in- 
famous Newgate Gaol was demol- 
ished and a true hall of justice 
erected in its place. It may be 
that the victims of Newgate, spirit- 
like, haunt the corridors at night, 
marveling that true justice can 
be dispensed on such an infamous 
site.

ali executions be carried out in 
front of Newgate Gaol. They said: 
"The prisoners wil derive a useful 
lesson in duty and obedience and 
a strong urge for repentance from 
the heavy hand of justice so near 
the wall" The last public execu- 
tion took place, and not without 
loud protest from the fun loving 
public, in 1868. 

Under today's law a person does 
not lose all his goods and his fam- 
ily left to starve when a felony 
conviction is registered. It was dif- 
ferent in the days of Newgate. 
When a conviction was registered, 
and that was always when desired, 
the prisoner forfeited all his goods 
to the Crown. In an effort to pro- 
tect their families many accused 
refused to plead when arraigned. 

To the authorities “no pleading” 
was a calamity and a personal in- 
sult to the royal treasury. It had 
to be overcome, and it was, by 
means of a punishment known as 
“peine forte et dure," severe and 
hard punishment. The prisoner 
who refused to plead was spread-

“Our method,” Dr. Greene re-

'to be born, making the total con- 


siderably more than the amount of 
male hormones found in the nor- 
mal male rat. In every case where 
the proper dose has been used at 
the proper time, male characteris- 
tics have been produced in the fe- 
male. Other researchers have had 
the same results with guinea pigs, 
mice, and even monkeys." 

A colleague of Dr. Greene's, Dr. 
Andrew Ivy, reported later that ex- 
periments to reverse the process 


had also met with some success. 


A Japanese scientist made a 
similar experiment with fowls and 
announced he hoped eventually to 
be able to change the sex of hu- 
man beings. The scientist, Dr. Kiyo- 
shi Mausi, professor in the Agri- 
culture Department at Tokyo Uni- 
versity, devised a method for 
turning hens into cocks and cocks 
into hens. 

It will still be a few years before 
scientists have perfected their 
changes in human beings, but we 
can be assured that sooner or later 
they will find the mysterious ele- 


ment which will change men into | 


women and women into men .. 
or perhaps change us all into one 
sex. Just why this is such a fine 
state of existence is unexplained, 
but the boys in the laboratories 
must know what they're doing.

When he was of high 
school age, when deviation from 
the normal strikes hardest, Don 
became a boy. Medical testimony 
nine years later bore this out. 
The metamorphasis, with its ac- 
companying publicity and head- 
lines, plagued Don. Nine years after 
his switch in sex, he was drinking 
with his fifty-one-year-old father, 
John. The oddity of his son's sex- 
ual switch caused the father to 
taunt Don, witnesses testified later. 
Don stabbed his father to death. 
The youth was convicted of 
manslaughter. But, even then, Don 
was not treated normally. Because 
of his change of sex, authorities 
refused to place him in the peni- 


tentiary. He served a year in jail 


and was paroled. 

Between his sex change and the 
slaying of his father, Don married 
Thelma Cox. The marriage lasted 
only a month. Don's life continued 
to be a nightmare after being pa- 
roled until in despair he sought 
peace in suicide. He shot himself 
with a .22 caliber rifle that he bor- 
rowed from,a friend. 


acc have been delving 
into the matter of sex changes 
for a number of years in the hope 
of finding a way for the predeter- 
mination of the sex of humans. 
They have met with a certain 
amount of success. A few years ago, 
Dr. R. R. Greene of Northwestern 
University College of Medicine 


và 
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was the “Paris At Night” sight- 
seeing bus filled with Americans. 
Their faces were pressed against 


the windows looking at Paris at 


night while going ten ‘miles an 
hour. 

Pigalle prostitutes are the most 
militant in Paris and pound the 
pavements undisturbed by the po- 
lice. They ask 3,000 francs, about 
$9, for 2 night, but they prefer 
filing 2 night with several clients. 
Some who consider themselves spe- 
cialists charge almost as much for 
putting on demonstrations for the 
timid. 

These girls are uniformly unin- 
viting. They differ only in the 
loudness of their dress, layers of 
mascara, number of dime trinkets, 
and the wearing of a hat. The 


girls who cannot sell themselves at 


their price stand on the sidewalks 
until dawn. The successful ones 
rush their clients to nearby hotels, 
where the average room charge 
is $1. 

Among the legions of Paris pros- 
titutes only a small hard core de- 
pend wholly on their earnings as 
prostitutes. The great majority of 
them hold a temporary status. 
They come from many levels of 


the Paris community and they are 


earning the money they do not 
make as salesgirls, factory or of- 
fce workers. Sometimes they are 
supplementing the incomes of hus- 
bands or fathers. When they are 
finished as prostitutes, they go 
back to their families and the 
next morning's work. 


ES filles serieuses dress more 
discreetly in the fashionable 


parts of Paris—along the Champs: 


Elysees and the streets leading 
from it, around the Place Vendome, 
and in cafes and restaurants 
tourists frequent. One evening on 
the Champs Elysees I saw a tall, 
graceful, very attractive girl walk 
by. I thought she'd be an interest- 
ing companion for the evening and 
asked where the Hotel George V 
was. She stopped, answered quick- 
ly and started to move on. I in- 
vited her to join me for the eve- 
ning and after a noticeable but 
brief pause she agreed. When I 
looked back at that meeting, I 
realized she knew what would hap- 
pen all the time. 

She steered me away from the 
expensive night clubs to a small, 
pleasant cafe.

Monica had a lovely, almost 
waxen face.

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what 1 was going to do with the 
information. I told him I was a 
journalist, a classification readily 
understood by Frenchmen to mean 
anybody who owns a typewriter. 
"The police were very severe with 
a few hotelkeepers when the law 
was first passed, and that fright- 
ened some of them. But now there 
is very little to worry about, if 
you're careful" He would not say 
whether he rented rooms to the 
girls. He was a careful man. 

I stayed at a small hotel on the 
Left Bank. When the manager first 
showed me to my room, he said, 
confidentially, “Monsieur, if you 
bring a woman to your room, 


please bring one who is not too 


obviously a prostitute. We’ve had 
some trouble here.” I promised to 
be discriminating. 

Most of the hotels of Paris offer 
few comforts by American stan- 
dards, but almost all of them can 
provide girls.. | 

In Montmartre, on the high 
ground where goats once grazed, 
dazzling Sacre-Coeur will be the 
greatest attraction during the day; 
at night, it will be Pigalle. During 
World War II the GIs hung the 
name “Pig Alley" on it, but that 
didn’t mean they disliked pigs. For 
among the American visitors, at 
whom Pigalle is aimed primarily, 
the GI’s are the most appreciative. 

Pigalle, just a small part of 
Montmartre, has narrow winding 
streets, cheap dives, expensive nude 
shows (you’ve got to buy a $12 
bottle of champagne), slot ma- 


| chines, and purveyors selling dirty 
| pictures. One tourist, partly-lit, 


came up to me and complained: 
"What a place! I bought a pack 
of nude pictures for three bucks,

The law with Gallic irony had 
authorized setting up vocational 
schools to teach  ex-prostitutes 
(some girls had been scared out) 
how to make a living in another 
trade. The Municipal Council drew 
up some plans for courses in dress- 
making, modeling, and working in 
beauty parlors. Unfortunately, 
there was little money available 
to carry out this constructive part 
of the law, and, after a while, in- 
terest died. 

Brothels were to be turned into 
rentable flats, and some .Were， 
most conspicuously the Sphinx in 
Montparnasse. It is now a respect- 
able apartment building. Many of 
the other brothels became bars, 
which are nothing but fronts. 

The higher-priced girls are usu- 
ally more cautious than their less 
fortunate sisters. They sometimes 
open up legitimate businesses— 
beauty parlor, gift shop, marriage 
bureau—as fronts, Or, they may 
go into cahoots with hotel owners. 

Their precautions are not really 
necessary. Paris police only oc- 
casionally take the law seriously. 
Sometimes a policeman will harass 
a few girls, but, more often than 
not, he is doing it to get a piece 
of the business, in money or trade. 
Girls call- the police “poulets,” 
chickens. 

The job of rounding up the girls 
falls to the Brigade Mondaine, the 


Vice Squad, which is celebrating 


its golden anniversary this sum- 
mer. This group is one of the five 
major divisions of the Paris po- 
lice force. It is responsible for 
fighting the traffic in drugs and 
white slavery, watching the goings- 
on at night clubs, seeing that news- 
papers don't print things strikingly 
offensive to publie morality or ac- 
cept advertisements of such things 
as marriage instruments, A Brigade 
Des Moeurs, Morals Squad, assists 


the Brigade Mondaine in every 
"quartier" of Paris. 
The law abolishing legalized 


prostitution has succeeded only in 
making a foreign visitor more con- 
scious of the great number of pros- 
titutes in Paris. It failed complete- 
ly to cut down the VD rate or, if 
this were ever seriously hoped for, 
raise the moral level. Paris is still 
Paris, a slightly tainted girl tour- 
ists will always find exciting.
